“East is East, and West is West.” Having 
explained to western farmers the great legisla- 
tive benefit he had conferred upon them in 
making it cheap and easy for them to go bank- 
rupt, Mr. Bennett proceeded to Hamilton where 
he warned idle factory-workers Mr. King’s 
“free trade” policy would put them out of their 
jobs. Thence to Montreal to assure St. James 
Street that section 98 will stay in the criminal 
code as a barrier against those of either class 
whom destitution might drive to extreme 
speech or action. 


NEARER THE FACTS 

At Montreal also the Premier made a mark- 
ed departure in his treatment of trade records 
Canadian exports, he said there. increased from 
115 millions in 1932 to 134 millions in 1985, 
while exports to Empire countries increased 50 
per cent in the same period. 

This is quite different from the deceptive 
language he held in the west. There were no 
vague statements in Montreal about “wider 
markets” and “100 per cent increase” in ex- 
ports to Empire countries during his regime. 
Such fairy tales might go in the west, where 
trade statistics are not a popular article of liter- 
ary diet, but Montreal would not swallow them. 

That both total exports and exports to Em- 
pire countries have gone up since 1932 is true. 
They could not well go farther down than 
Mr. Bennett's blockading measures had sent 
them in that year of eppalling memories. That 
either total exports or exports to Empire coun- 
tries have increased since he took office

THREE TO ONE 

Speaking at Los Angeles, President Nx 
velt urged all “Liberals” to unite on “common 
ground” of action. A similar appeal to the 
practical sense of liberal-minded people in 
western Canada is in order and should not go 
without response. 

Those who do not epprove the trade and 
monetary policies or the dictatorial methods of 
Canada’s present Government are being urged 
to scatter their votes among two or three anti- 
Government candidates in every constituency.

WHO INTRODUCED THE 
PREFERENCE? 

Who started this Imperia] preference busi- 
ness, anyway? An uninformed or forgetful 
hearer or reader might gather that Mr. Bennett 
was the first man who ever thought of such a 
thing, or the first to ever translate the idea into 
practice. Both suppositions are wrong. 

Hon. Joseph Chamberlain was preaching a 
system of Imperial preferences in England when 
Mr. Bennett started practicing law in Calgary. 
And Hon. W. 8. Fielding, Minister of Finance 
in the Laurier Government, introduced an 
Imperial] preference into the tariff iaw of Canada 
long before Mr. Bennett ever sat in the House 
of Commons. Canada has given a preference 
to British products for upwards of forty years 

Mr. Bennétt signalized his entry to office by 
hoisting the duties against British goods, as 
against the goods of all cther countries. Then 
he “negotiated” an agreement with Mr. Bald- 


win, against the protests of that gentleman, on 
the basis that the duties upon goods from for- 
eign countries should be hoisted still higher, the 
tariff on British goods to remain at the level 
to which he had raised it. 

That is the position of the preferential tariff 


today, It is the highest tariff Canada ever im- 
posed on goods from Great Britain or the other 
Dominions since 1898. 

Mr. Fielding introduced the preference as a 
means of cheapening manufactured goods to 
Canadian consumers, while at the same time 
giving Britain easier entry into our markets 
in recognition of free entry for our products 
into British markets. Mr: Bennett boosted thc 
duties on British goods, and then boosted the 
duties on foreign goods still higher—to the cost 
of the Canadian consumer in either case, and 
the positive hindrance of our export trade as a 
necessary consequence. 

Now the Premier is trying to claim that he 
has saved the home market to the Canadian 
producer and in the next breath that he has 
encouraged rather than discouraged trade 
abroad, with a disregard to official figures 
equalled only by his disregard of logic; while 
agriculture is unprosperous, wage-earners idle, 
and a million people are living on relief.

Now Millicent is in the headlines again. It 
appears that the Argentina clubman, Arturo 
Ramos, whom she married after her divorce 
from Salm, is disappointed at the smallness of 
the “cut” he got from the old man’s estate.

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Psoriasis 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

The outstanding feature of psoriasis is the 
characteristic return of the skin eruption and 
while the patient may be free from it for a 
few months or years, it is extremely difficult 
to be absolutely certain that psoriasis will not 
recur, if external treatment alone is relied upon. 
The permanent cure must de- 
pend upon teaching the 
patient those habits of living 
which will keep the blood 
stream pure and he must then 
continue io follow those 
habits of living if he is to 
continue to remain free from 
any return of the trouble, 

Psoriasis may be defined 
as a chronic skin inflamma- 
tion and the most prominent 
symptom is the formation of 
dry, scaly patches. which are formed over a 
reddish, inflamed base. The unusual feature of 
the disease is that the lesions are generally 
symmetrical, that is, if they form on one side 
of the body, they will also form on the other 
side. 

For some reason as yet unexplained, psoriasis 
has not been known to oceur in a full-blooded 
Indian and is only rarely found among Negroes. 
The disorder affects both men and women 
equally and generally develops sometime be- 
tween the fifteenth and thirtieth year. In med- 
ical history, few records ere seen of the appear- 
ance of the disease either before the tenth year 
or after the forty-fifth year. If the first attack 
has not appeared by the age of forty, the patient 
is safe from the disorder. There is a pronounced 
seasonal influence exhibited in psoriasis and the 
attacks become more noticeable both in the fall 
and in the spring. Since the disease grows 
worse in cold weather, psoriasis is likely to be 
at its height during the winter months. 

As I have already stated, the disease tends 
to recur and this persistent recurrence sub- 
stantiates the theory that the true cause is an 
internal cause. 

Psoriasis is easily diagnosed and a doctor 
familiar with the charasteristic skin signs will 
recognize it immediately, The surface skin over 
the affected area will be made up of silvery 
white scales and these scales are raised above 
an inflamed base. The eruptive patches are 
usually round or oval. The characteristic itch- 
ing seen in eczema is generally absent, or if 
itching is present, it is usually mild, except in 
severe, long-standing cases. 

The most satisfactory treatment I have 
found for psoriasis is the fast, followed by a 
restricted diet. The use of the ultra-violet ray 
is often of value and the treatment should be 
long enough to produce an erythema accom- 
panied by an intlammatory reaction. The pa- 
tient should build up the general health in 
every way possible through exercise, adequate 
rest and a wholesome diet. 

Warm baths are helpful and will be of value 
in helping to remove the scales. It is some- 
times advisable to have the patient add a cup 
or two of soda to the bath water as the soda 
will help to soften the scales which may then 
be partially removed with a Turkish towel 
The soda may cause the skin to feel dry which 
may be overcome by the application of a pure 
cold cream. 

To be successful, the treatment of psoriasis 
must be continued until all of the eruptive 
patches are cleared; otherwise there is a tend- 
ency for the disease to return.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1535, 400 years 
ago, Jacques Cartier and his 
little party, in their two long- 
boats, which they @ad rowed up 
from what is now Lake St. 
Peter, made a ceremonial landing 
on the Island of Montreal. Their 
arrival the previous day had been 
a surprise. Cartier looked for 
hostility; he found amity, “There 
came to meet us,” he wrote, 
“more than a thousand persons, 
men, women and children, who 
gave as good a welcome as ever 
father gave to his son, making 
great signs of joy. For the men 
danced in one ring, the women 
in another and the children 
apart by themselves. After this 
they brought us quantities of 
fish and of their bread (which 
is made of Indian corn), throw- 
ing so much of it into our long- 
boats that it seemed to rain 
bread.” Seeing their generosity 
and friendship Cartier and some 
of his men went ashore and the 
captain gave “tin beads and other 
trifles’ to the women and knives 
to some of the men. 

The official landing on Sun- 
day, October 3, was more formal. 
Cartier and his “gentlemen,” 
escorted by a bodyguard, pro- 
ceeded inland. After a march of 
a league and a half the visitors 
were met by a head man, who 
made one of those interminable

“Mont Real.” So was inaugurat- 
ed the- custom of Montrealers 


taking visitors to the top of the 
eve drew near 
Cartier lost no time in returning 


mountain. As 
to his boats and started to Que- 
bec, amid the cheers and regrets 
of the Indians, who thus also in- 
augurated the good old Cana- 
dian custom of the “send off.” 
The Emerillon in Lake St. Peter 
was reached in one day and Stad- 
acona within a week. 

And Montreal saw no more 
white men until Champlain ar- 
rived in 1609.
